Acknowledgment of a Married Woman in England in 
respect of Property in Ireland, and <1 converse, and also to obviate 
o the Expense of appointing special Commissioners in each Case to 
take Consent of Married Women to the Payment out of the Court 
of Chancery of I'Uuds to which they are interested : Be it therefore 
enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual ‘and Temporal, and 
10 Commons, m tins present Parliament assembled, and by the Autho- 
rity of the same, as follows : 

1. The perpetual Commissioners in England for taking Acknow- 
ledgments of Deeds by Married Women shall have the like 
Powers to take the Acknowledgment of Married Women residing 
16 in England relating to Land in Ireland as if a Special Commission 
were issued to them for that Purpose, and shall have the like 
Power of taking the Consent of Married Women resident in England 
to the Payment of Money out of the Court of Chancery in Ireland 
to their Husbands or otherwise as if a special Commission were 
20 issued to them for that Purpose.
